REQUEST TO CORRECT SMALL ENTITY STATUS 
PURSUANT TO 37 C.F.R. § 1.28(c) 

Dear Sir: 

This Request relates to Patentee's prior submission dated August 27, 2002 (copy 
attached), requesting the PTO to change Patentee's entity status from a small entity to a large 
entity. As detailed below. Patentee respectfully requests the PTO (a) modify its record to reflect 
such change; and (b) charge Deposit Account No. 13-0019 in the amount of $1,340.00 to cover 
the difference between the large and small entity fees for the issue fee and first maintenance fee 
and the processing fee pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.17(i). 

On June 27, 2002, the Patentee's entity status changed from small to large entity. On 
July 9, 2002, the issue fee was inadvertently paid as a small entity. On August 27, 2002, 
Patentee notified the PTO that its entity status had changed and authorized the Office to charge 
its deposit account for the deficiency amount of, at that time, $640.00. On October 2, 2002, the 
PTO mailed a communication stating that the amendment from the Applicant dated August 27, 
2002 had been entered (copy attached).
